Who Was That Lady I Saw You With- Beck 3/3, 5 pro 
and 2 cons- Times, Post- filed on Leland Hayward's prod- 
uction of Norman Krasna's new comedy with Peter Lind Hayes, 
Mary Healy and Ray Walston. 4 of 5 pro votes were raves for 
cast, direction by Alex Segal, sets by Rouben Ter-Arutunian, 
though not always in that order, Milder view expressed by 
Chapman, News, who billed it as entertaining inspite of fact 
that joke got tired. Sunniest, funniest, most antically engag- 
ing farce of season, cheered Kerr, Herald Tribune, who es- 
pecially enjoyed final scene's madness, Daffy, zany, wacky 
hit-cockeyed comedy, agreed Coleman, Mirror.

Neither patron is wrong. Management could help to 
solve such problems as swiftly as possible by having 
a mobile staff member ready to cope with such sit- 
uations while the house is coming in, The situation 
demands the full-time attention of a tactful member 
of the staff who can bring balm to frayed tempers and 
produce alternative seating at the drop of a hat.

An Off Broadway show which closed last week ran 
two interesting ads on successive days. In mid-week the 
ad proclaimed " Second Hit Week." The following day 
the ad of the same production sighed " Last 3 Times." 
If truth serum had been applied to the ad and press man 
the first ad might have read " Second Sick Week." 


Though 14 new Off Broadway theatres have been 
added to the circuit within the past year, so far no new 
theatre group equal to Circle in the Square has been born, 
Several producer-owners have put on one worthwhile show 
to debut their new theatres, but for diverse reasons have 
not been able to program a second worthwhile show of 
their own. It is time that the faith and energy employed 
in opening these new houses was used to building strong 
Off Broadway theatre production groups . 


Tryouts in Atlantic City, which may start again 
in the fall, may be a headache to theatre technicians, 
But to playgoers and cast they will be a joy. Exten- 
sion of tryout towns to other spots may result if re- 
vivial is successful from financial standpoint.
